UNDERWOOD URGES DELAY 


Amendment for a Commission 
Is Lost, 43 to 34.—~Lodge Has 
Sympathy for Armenians. 


WASHINGTON, June 1.—Presijent 
Wilson's plea for an American mandate 
over Armenia was rejected in the Sen- 
ate today by a vote of more than two 
to one. 

Thirteen Democrats cast their votes 
with the united Republican member- 
ship on the final roll call, and the reso- 
lution ‘“ respectfully declining’ to 
grant Congressional authority for the 


mandate was adopted, 52 to 23, in the 
form drafted by the Republican leaders, 

The resolution will be sent to the 
House tomorrowand the leaders there 
plan to adopt it without change on 
Thursday. They say they hope for as 
decisive a majority as the measure re- 
ceived in the Senate. 

In the debate today the Democratic 
‘Senate leaders counseled delay, and 
tried in vain to put the decision over 
until the next session of Congress. 
Scarcely a voice was raised in out-and- 
out advocacy of accepting the mandate, 
and‘ on motion to amend the resolution 
so that the, requested authority would 
be given, only twelve Senators, all of 
them Democrats, voted in the affirma- 
tive. Recorded against the motion were 
twenty-three Democrats and thirty-nine 
Republicans, 

‘In thei?’ effort to ward off cction, 
d-which ‘they argued .was. advisable be- 
cause of the peace deadlock, the mi- 
nority leaders had better success. A 
motion to send the resolution back to 

committee, with instructions that it be 
reported ‘‘ after ratification of a peace 
treaty with the Central Powers,’ mus- 
tered almost solid Democratic support, 
but was lost, 43 to 34.

Hitcheeck Amendment Lost. 

Senator Hitchcock presented an amend- 
ment, which he said would make the 
resolution acceptable to him, providing 
for a joint commission of Americans 
and Armenians to rehabilitate the new 
republic economically. It was rejected, 
48 to 34, with only two Republicans, 
Senators Kenyon of Iowa and Townsend 
of Michigan, supporting it. 

Leading the fight to reecommit the 
resolution, Senator Underwood of Ala- 
bama, the Democratic /leader,. declared 
it would be ‘‘ equally inopportune” to 
accept or reject the mandate until the 
details of peace had been worked out.

$160,000 FOR SALE 
OF NEAR WHISKY 


Government Later Returned 
Money, but Is Now Press- 
ing for Repayment. 


POLITICIANS IN THE CASE

LINKED IN ANTI-RUM MOVIE 


W. J. Bryan Was to be Star in Al- 
legorical Production, but the 
Scheme Fell Through.

WASHINGTON, June 1——One hundred 
and sixty thousand dollars in cold cash, 
once paid to the Government as puni- 
tive compensation by the Hostetter’s 
Bitters Company and then returned by 
the Government to the bitters-making 
concern, is expected to be in the posses- 
sion of the Government once more with- 
in a few days. 

Around the imposition of the penalty, 
its remission and its expected return an 
interesting story is woven that: involves 
@ prominent Missouri politician. Inter- 
est is given to the narrative by a purely 
incidental and unconected side issue 
pertaining to the financing of a moving 
picture show, depicting in allegory the 
triumph of Righteousness over Demon 
Rum: in other words the defeat of the 
‘“‘wets’’ by the ‘‘drys.’’ And William 
Jennings Bryan was to have been the 
hero of the movie. But the movie 
scheme. failed. 

It was about two years ago that the 
Hostetter Company paid the $160,000 to 
the Government as a penalty for al- 
leged violation of the revenue laws. This 
penalty was remitted last December, but 
the case was reopened and the Govern- 
ment is now. hopeful that the $160,000 
will be returned to it without legal 
proceedings being necessary. 

Edward F. Goltra of St. Louis, pene 
ber of the Democratic National. 
mittee from Missouri, was ~ 
‘forts in behalf of the ‘Hostetter Company 
while the company was seeking to have 
the penalty remitted. Mr. Goltta is te- 
lated to the Hostetters, his wife’s sister 
Tharrying a son of one of the medicine 
manufacturers, who live in Pittsburgh. 
Mr. Goltra is said to have visited At- 
torney General Palmer, E. Lowry 
Humes, District Attorney at Pittsburgh, 
and Daniel C. Roper, then Commission- 
er of Internal Revenue, in trying. to 
have the fine remitted. 


Bryan Was to be Movie Star. 


Officials heye have heard that about 
the time the money was given back to 
the Hostetters, Mr. Goltta offered to 
finance a moving picture, in which 
Bryan was to be starred as the hero of 
his own prohibition lectures, and in 
which Dr, E. C. Dinwiddie, Secretary 
for the Anti-Saloon League, was to cql- 
laborate on the scenario. 

The $160,000 was handed over to 
Hostetters during the régime of 
Roper, following statements by Mr. 
Hunpies and William L. Frierson, As- 
sistant Attorney General, that the De- 
partment of Justice did not feel that 
it could successfully defend an action 
which the Hostetters contemplated to 
recover the fine. Mr. Roper, however, 
was always doubtful about the repay- 
ment being entirely justified. Three 
months before his retirement as Com- 
missioner he asked Wayne W. Johnson, 
the new Solicitor of’ his bureau, to re- 
open the case. Mr. Johnson has been 
reviewing the case since February, and 
he expects that by next Monday the 
Hostetters will have paid the money to 
the Government without forcing a sult 
to be brought against them. 

According to evidence mrbeaitied to 
Mr. Johnson, the Hostetter Company 
put on the market a preparation which 
Was not 25 per cent. medicated, and 
therefore came, it was alleged, under 
the class of a ‘‘ cheap whisky,”’ and vio- 
lated the revenue law. In making the 
remedy, Peruvian. bark, from . which. 
quinine is derived, was used to absorb 
the surplus alcohol. But for some 
reason the bark was not sufficiently 
ground. so that it would be a real 
sponge. 

Tried te Get Back Bad Preduct. 

Tn justice to the medicine manufact- 
uters, officials say that the Hostetters, 
after finding that a large’ amount of 
their product was on the market in this 
illegal form, spent nearly $100,000 to 
get it back to their factory. But it was 
too late, and the Internal Revenue 
Bureau imposed the penalty. 

Officials said today that under the law 
the manufacturers could have been fined 
250 per cent. of the revenue tax, but 
‘the fine was put at 200 per cent. In 
addition, it was stated, the manufact- 
urers were liable to criminal prosecu- 
tion; but they were relieved from thig 
on payment of $2,500. The compromise | 
by the Government is explained by the 
statement that the Hostetters, in trying 
te buy back their alleged illegal prepara- 
tion, showed a desire to right the 
matter and were.also willing to waive a 
contest on the penalties,

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French Artist Says He Painted Pictures 
: Recently Sold Here as Renoir’s Works

PARIS, June 1.—Lucien Mignon, a 
fairly well-known French painter, 
charges in a letter to Pierre Renoir, the 


jeldest son of the late French master, 


that more than a hundred paintings re- 
cently® sold in New York as genuine 
Renoirs were painted by him and sold 
by him to an American dealer. 

Pierre Renoir has charged that the 
paintings were fraudulent and has been 
engaged in an effort to prove it. To 
that end he makes public the letter from 
M. Mignon, wk». after reviewing the 
catalogue of the disputed pictures, 
writes: 

“In October, 1919, I sold all these 
drawings and paintings, except two—a 
landscape and a recumbent nude, which 
was not minée—to a Fifth Avenue dealer. 
All were signed ‘ Lucien Mignon.’ The 
trick has consisted simply in effacing 
my signature to substitute that of the 
master, whose works sell at a higher 
price.”’ 

In its number of March 15 the Bulletin 
de la Vie Artistique denounced the sale 
in New York of thirty-six so-called 
Renoirs. According to the catalogue, 
ae series of studies had been given by 

he painter to a woman, one of his 
oun models, who sold them. When 
he saw the reproductions of these pict- 
ures Pierre Renoir wrote to the Bulletin 
a Jetter, in which he said: 

*‘ Not only the reproduction, which is 
bad, gives clearly the impression that 
they are a poor imitation of the work of 
my father, but notice which is de- 
voted to Renoir gives details which are 
absolutely fantastic. I can affirm that 
he never gave to any He a single gift 
of thirty-odd pictures in oil 

French artists were interested to hear 
that on April 16 a second lot of ‘‘ Re- 
noirs,” ninety-six in number, were to be 
placed on sale in New York. In the 
meanwhile the Bulletin de la Vie Artis- 
tique on March 15 reached New York.: 

According to Pierre Renoir, the dealer 
added two pages to his catalogue, an- 
swering the charge that the agg 
were not Renoirs. One passage dis- 
pleased Pierre Renoir particularly. It 
said: “‘As for the affirmation of M. 


Pierre Renoir that his father never gave 
these paintings to a very intimate friend, 
I congratulate Pierre Renoir in these 
times as being the only son who knows 
all about his father. Undoubtedly this 
gentleman will deny the authenticity of 
the ninet}-six Renoirs which will be put 
on sale April 16.” 

Pierre Renoir and his friends have 
been for two weeks working to fix the 
real character of these paintings offered 
for sale to New Yorkers. M. Mignon, 
having heard of the discussion, wrote 
to Pierre Renoir and to the editor of 
the Bulletin de la Vie Pap tara a 
letter saying that he had painted the 


pictures and sold them to an American 
dealer. 


Kennerley Maintains Authenticity. 


**1 never heard of Lucien Mignon, and 
I doubt the story of the forgeries,’ 
Mitchell Kennerley, head of the Ander- 
son Galleries, said last night. ‘‘ Pierre 
Renoir is a boy about 18 years old, and 
it appears that he will believe anything 
dealers tell him. I have known these 
Renoirs for the past nine. years. They 
were the property of Baroness von Zim- 
merman, who died two years Sue! in Cali- 
fornia, and she bought them from Re- 
noir’s model. I a. not to say any- 
thing further until I learn more about 
this man Mignon and communicate with 
Paris. We are still searching for further 
information in Paris about the history 
of the paintings.”’ 

Despite the aoubt thrown on their 
authenticity at the time, ninety-six 
sketches bearing Renoir’s name were 
sold at the Anderson Galleries April 16 
for $3,078. One of » &® pastel, a 

‘Nude Figure Seated,” was bought by 
Warick House for $510. Before the sale, 
Frederick V. Chapman, the auctioneer, 
read a statement which said that the 
sketches had.« been the property of 
Baroness von Z'mmerman for the past 
nine years.

IRISH WOMEN 
INVADE CONGRESS 


Interrupt Debates in Senate and 
House with Loud Screams 
for Erin’s Freedom. 


CALL MEMBERS COWARDS 


Ejetted ahd Held as Priv 
for Awhile, but, Finally Re- 
leased by Sergeant at Arms.

WASHINGTON, June 1.—Women sym- 
pathizing with the Irish cause, some of 
whom had participated in the recent 
picketing of the British Embassy, fur- 
nished a new sensation today when they 


invaded the galleries of the Senate and 
House and disturbed the proceedings by 
demanding freedom for Ireland. They 
were removed from both galleries and 
were detained for a time in the offices 
of the sergeants at arms. One woman, 
who gave her name as Amelia Rosser 
of Washington, eluded the vigilance of 
the doorman and invaded the House 
floor, shouting, ‘‘We do not want 
your sympathy we want freedom for 
Ireland. 

In the House the heckling was greeted 
with cheers by Congressmen, many of 
whom are willing to support the reso- 
lution of Representative Mason of 
Illinois, recently reported, expressing 
sympathy for Ireland, against which the 
women protested. For a few minutes 
Speaker Gillett allowed the women to 
have their say, hoping that they would 
soon desist. When the woman pro- 
testant darted on the floor and literally 
screamed her denunciation the ealleries 
were ordered cleared. 

The Senate was in one of its serious, 
deliberate sessions, considering the Ar- 
menian mandate resolutions, when the 
already crowded galleries were he- 
sieged by female sympathizers of the 
Irish cause. 

“‘ Give Ireland consideration !’’ shouted 
a piercing voice from ths gciicry re- 
served for women. , 

“Oh, yes, think about poor freland,” 
came another interruption to the speech 
being made by Senator Brandegee, who 
stopped to search for his interrupter. 
He seemed to enjoy the heckling, as 
did some of his colleagues, 

“Many appeals have been made to us 
to protect the Armeniana from the bru- 
talities of the Turkish Government,” 
Senator Brandegee had just said, when 
up piped the woman's voice in the gal 
lery. 

“Why don't you take the savage 
English Hun out of Ireland? I demand 
action for the freedom of Ireland,’’ This 
woman, when removed with two others, 
gave her name as Mrs. Thomas K. Cor- 
less of New York.

DUBLIN, June 1.—Two Lewis guns 
(automatic rifles), about 30 rifles and 
several thousand rounds of ammunition 
were captured from a military guard 
by a party of 60 armed but undisguised 
Sinn Feiners in the centre of Dublin 
this afternoon. There were no casual- 
ties. 

The details cf the raid show that it 
was carried out with extraordinary 
daring and coolness, which reveals a 
cleverly contrived plan, executed with- 
out a hitch. : 

The scene of the coup was the King's 
Inn, in Henrietta Street, in the northern 
part of the city, where there is a 
building used as a law library and also 
an institution at which legal students 
recéive instruction. It is close to a very 
busy thoroughfare and is situated in 
a densely populous district... - 

Lately a military guard had been sta- 
tioned there and today twenty-five sol- 
diers in charge of a sergeant were on 
duty, with a sentry posted at the en- 
trance. 

Precisely at 4 o'clock, when Henrietta 
Street was deserted, two men passed 
through the gates and the astonished 
sentry found himself looking down the 
barrel of a revolver, while simultane- 
ously a command to hold his hands up 
was rasped out. - His Position was 
hopeless, and his rifle was caught as it 
fell from his grasp. Immediately forty 
men rushed through to the room where 
the bulk of the guard—some in their 
shirtsleeves—who were off duty, were 
amusing themselves. At the point pf re- 
volvers they were herded into a corner 
and searched, and their rifles, which 
stood in a rack, were removed, One 
Lewis gun, with a drum of ammunition 
and other drumag lying in reserve in the 
room, also were seized. 

Each section of the raiders apparently 
had received definite orders as to their 
function in the attack, for while some 
cut the telephone wires others went to 
@ reom above and took possession of 
another Lewis gun, with drums of am- 
munition. 

A further group rounded up all the 
other soldiers and civilians in the build- 
ing and kept them at bay.

WASHINGTON, June 1.—Two dele- 
gates from Missouri to the Republican 
National Convention testified today be- 
fore the Senate committee which is in- 
vestigating pre-convention expenditures 
in behalf of candidates for the, Presi- 
dential nomination that each received 
$2,500 from the campaign management 
of Governor Frank O. Lowden of Tli- 
nois, without any stipulation as to the 
use to which it should be put. 

Each admitted that he had not spent 
any of the money for the Lowden cam- 
paign, but insisted that he had not used 
any of it for private purposes. One of 
the two said that the money was given 
** for nothing in particular, but to create 
sentiment ’’ for Governor eeere can- 
didacy.. 

The Missourians who gave this testi- 
mony were Robert E. Moore and Nat 
Goldstein, both of St. Louis. Goldstein 
is a Circuit Court Clerk. Both are un- 
instructed delegates, but admitted that 
they were friendly to Lowden. - 

Their testimony was to the effect that 
Jacob L. Babler, Republican National 
Committeeman from Missouri, had given 
them the money. Babler testified that. 
he had received $17,000 from E. L. 
Morse, Lowden manager in Missouri,

National Committee Demands 
Passage by Delaware, Con- 
necticut and Vermont. 


CALL IT A PARTY MEASURE 











Expect That Threatened Dis- 
turbanses by Women at Con- 
vention Will Be Avoided.

CHICAGO, ‘June 1.—The Republican 
Naional Committee went on record today 
as practically demanding of the Re- 
publican Governora and Legislators of 
Delaware, Connecticut and Vermont that 
one at least, and if possible all of these 
States, adopt the Federal Woman Suf- 
frage amendment and relieve the party 
of all embarrassment in being con- 
sidered the stumbling block barring wo- 
men from taking part in the national 
election. 


The resebilhons’% were aiaianiie by Ne- 
tional Comrhitteeman Coleman BE. du 
Pont of Delaware, a State in which the 
Federal amendinent has had @ stormy 
career. The status in Delaware is that 
the Senate has at last adopted the 
amendment, while the House is atill 
holding out. 

Republican ieaders herg were jubilant 
tonight aver the National Committee's 
action. Most of the national leaders 
believe it is vital to the interests of the 
Republican Party that it make possible 
the adoption of the suffrage amendment 
by the necessary number of States. 

The resolution presented by du Pont 
and adopted unanimously reads: 

** Whereas, The Republican -Natiohal 
Committee at its regular meeting has 
repeatedly indorsed woman suffrage and 
the Nineteenth Amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the United States, and has 
ealled upon the Congress to pass and 
the States to ratify auch amendment ; 
and 

“* Whereas, Such amendment stilt lacks 
ratification by a sufficient number of 
States to become a law, therefore, be it 

‘‘ Resolved, By the Republican Na- 
tional Committee, that the Ninteenth 
Constitutional Amendment be, and the 
same is hereby again indorsed by this 
committee, and guch Republican States 
as have not already done so are now 
urged tu take such action by their Govy- 
ernorg and their legislatora as will as- 
sure the ratification of such amendment 
and establish the right of équal suffrage 
at the eartiest possible time.*’

Senator Also Declares in Pitts-|

PITTSBURGH, June 1—Declaring 
himself against profiteers, big and little, 
and for a just peace with Germany, 
Senator Hiram W. Johnson today 
sounded the keynotes of the platform 
on which he will stand as a candidate 
for the Presidential nomination at the 
Republican National Convention.

_ “It was plainly a deliberate attempt 
to assassinate Mr. Goss,’’ said Superin- 
tendent Beach, ‘' and only the ignorance 
of the criminals prevented the attempt 
from turning out differently. The stick 
of dynamite exploded within fifteen feet 
of where Mr. Goss was sleeping. IT am 
unable .to say just now whether some 
anarchistic. individuals among the 
strikers made the attempt or not. 
*“‘One thing is certain, however,” he 
continued, ‘‘ and that is that. anarchists 
arrested by Department of Justice 
agents in the raids of last March have 
returned here. They are active in agi- 
tation and we have been compelled to 
eer them’ under surveillance. So far 
know, not a-single one of the 200 
prisoners taken here in raids ever was 
deported. Many»of them, including 
those I mentioned as back here, were 
releaséd after they got as far as Bilis 

Island, through rulings by Assistant 
Secretary Post. 

“There are now about 10,000 of the 
approximately 40,000 brass workers of 
this city out on strike. Many of tnose 
who are not working are kept out of 
their jobs through intimidation. I have 
on my desk many letters; sent to work- 
ers by strikers, reatening death if any 
attempt were made to resume work.’’ 

Representatives of the manufacturers, 
— tting that. a deadlock had been 

eached, said that only about 8,000 em- 
ployes were out. They said the industry 
ad been little affected, as decreased 
oe would have necessitated. the 
ischarge of almost that number, strike 
or no strike. The strikers, members of 
the New England Workers’ Association, 
a Waterbury organization not affiliated 
with the American Federation of Labor, 
walked out five weeks ago and demand- 
ed 75 cents an hour, instead of 45 cents, 
for unskilled labor.

WILSON OFFERS AID 
TO FIGHT PLAGUE

VBRA CRUZ, May 81 (Associated 
Press.)—Presidefit Wilson has offered to 
send hospital ships, nurses, doctors and 
‘medical supplies to Vera Cruz imme- 
diately to assist in combating the bu- 
bonic pleagué,. which has made its ap- 
pearance here, eleven authenticated 
cases having developed to date and five 
deaths résulting. 

The history of the outbreak appears to 
date back to May 15, when the first 
case is believed to have developed. The 
victim in this case died on May 22 and 
the second victim on May 24. 

‘Up to that time.it h not been sus- 
pontee that the disease from which the 

eaths occyrred was of the bubonic type, 
although the symptoms now describéd 
indicate this to have been the case. On 
May 27, however, another case of. the 
same nature a) appeared, and upon thor- 
ough éxamination it was found to be 
bubonic. 

Since that date elevén have been dis- 
covered, five of the eleven victims dying. 

J udgin from the individuals attacked 
and the location of their homes it seems 
to be éstablished that the focal point of 
the outbreak is the warehousés of cne 
of the docking companies. It is con- 
sidered certain that rats transmitted the 
plague, as recently a number of dead 
rodents have been found near thesé 
warehouses. 

Vera Cruz is already sera eey cut 
off from the rest of the Republic. _ Re- 
lief already has begun to arrive from 
thé outside, however, a train from Mex- 
feo City coming in tonight with repre- 
séntatives of the sonitary corps and .ma- 
terial, with which te fight the plague. 

In the opinion of the ymedical author- 
itles the plague has not*yet attained the 
character of an epidemic, and they Pa 
lievé it can be controlled easily b 
ing thé proper measures to combat ais 
Fumigation of the freight warehouses al- 
ready has been begun, as has the clean- 
ing up of dwellings and thé burning of 
wooden houses near the, central point 
of the outbreak.

STRIKE DELAYS TI THE ST. PAUL 





- Depa-te Five Hours Late. 


The departure of the American Line 
steamer St. Paul for Southampton was 
delayed five hours yesterday by a'strike 
of 160 employes of the steward's de- 
partment. A new contract between 
steamship officials and the union 
made no provision for overtime, the 
stewards complained. Under the. old 
contract,, which expired April 30 
the stewards received $60 @ month and 
board and 50 cents an hour for over- 
time. The men said that on the voyage 
here from Southampton they had worked 
forty to sixty hours overtime without 
extra pay. It also was complained that 
tourists have cut down the size of tips. 

When the St. Paul reached here the 
stewards selected Paul Bourget, one of 
their number, ’'to take up their grivances 
with W. Le-Cartlidge, Secretary of the 
Marine Cooks, Stewards and Scamen’s 
Union, and representatives of the steam- 


ship company. Bourget was to report 
the result at 10 o’clocx yesterday morn- 
ing. No answer having been received 
at that hour, the men left the boat. O. 
Wallace and John Lamport, representa- 
tives of the union, appeared at the pier 
and urged the stewards to return to 
work, saying the Grievance Committee 
of the union would confer immediately 
with the steamship officials. The men 
refused, however, and established picket 
lines outside Pier 62 to prevent the 
drafting of an emergency force.

Would Allow Three Months for 
Hearings and Bar Strikes or Lock- 
outs—Hits Churches’ Indifference. 


WASHINGTON, June 1.—W. J. Bryan, 
appearing today before the Senate Labor 
Committee, urged’ creation of a perma+ 
nent tribunal of investigation for the 
adjustment of labor controversies. The 
committee is considering legislation to 
carry, out. recommendations of the Sec- 
ond Industrial Conference. 

Mr. Bryan said he suggested this trib- 
una) as a substitute for the proposal to 
establish a Federal industrial court- 
similar to that.in Kansas. Under’ Mr. 
Bryan's plan the tribunal would have no 
power to enforce its findings, but would 
leave the parties to controversy full 
freedom of action after their case had 
been fully investigated. The only 
agency for enforcement,: he said, would 
be public opinion. i 

Mr. Bryan declared he opposed the in- 
dustrial court because it was essentially 
a court of arbitration, and arbitration, 
he sald, was not always practicable. 

Investigation as a remedy, Mr. Bryan 
said, was nothing more than the ap- 
plication of the principles involved in 
the thirty peace treaties negotiated 
while he was Secretary of State. ‘ The 
improbability of any nation going to war 
after time had been taken for thorough 
investigation, he declared, was equally 
true in labor troubles. 

The permanent personnel of the board 
suggested by Mr. Bryan, would, when 
called on to act in any case, appoint two

THE POSTAL CRISIS. 


The 4nereases: in. Post Office salaries 
recommended, by the Joint Congres- 
sional Commission are very far. frem+4 
liberal, especially as regards the rank 
and file of the service. . Clerks and 
letter carriers who haye béen receiv- 
ing a maximum of $1,650, which in- 
cludes an annual bonus of $150, are 
to receive a maximum of $1,800, or 
less than a 10 per cent. increase, 
Since 1914 ‘the total of increases 
‘| granted amounts to only 50 per cent., 
or about one-half of thé increase in 
the cost of living. 

If the force had felt at liberty to go 
on strike, the present situation would 
be vastly different, and nossibly less 
damaging to the nation at large. In 
one sense of the word, they have 
struck, many thousands having quit 
as individuals to take up work that 
is better paid. These men had quali- 
fied at the outset by passing a Civil 
Service examination; “ney took with 
them the training of years of experi- 
ence under the department. To fill 
their places with men equally quali- 
fied has proved impossible. Where 
hundreds of candidatcs used to appear 
for' the examinations, eight or ten 
appear today—sometimes none. Out 
of the 14,000 employés in the New 
York Post Office over 4,000, or almost 
one-third, have net passed the exam- 
ination. 

Among the higher officials, fortu- 
nately, the number of resignations has 
been relatively small, and there re- 
mains a considerable body of thor- 
oughly qualified clerks and cuirriers. 
Together they form a nucleus -from 
which it should be possible in time to 
build up again an efficient organiza- 
tion. These men are loyal to the 
service, and realize that the proposed 
increases are conditioned by the press- 
ing need for economy in ail branches 
ef Government employment. They 
ask only that the present bill be 
passed before Congress goes into 
recess, so that they can begin at once 
the task of combating demoralization. 

If the bill should fail of enagtment, 
there is danger of further resignations. 
The chief sufferers then would not be 
the postal employés, ‘but the public, 

and especially business mem, A serv- 
iee that has grown progressively worse 
. would be - Hable to a sudden. break- 
down. 
THOMAS complained of the mountain- 
ous mass of letters: he has received of 
late urging the cause of the- Post 
Office employés. Though the fact ¢@s- 
caped his notice, _ they ‘originated 
mainly, not with the clerks and letter 
carriers, but with business men of all 
sorts, who have at last discovered a

THE FALL COMMITTEE'S REPORT. 


The Fall committee of the Senate 
now, reports, with recommendations 
looking to better relations with Mex- 
ico, the results of an investigation of 
‘conditions that existed during the ad- 
ministration of the late President Car-’ 
RANZA, who has been succeeded by 
Provisional President pz La HusrRtTa. 
A new order is promised in Mexico. 
A national election is to be held in 
September, and General ALvaro OsRE- 
GON, the military leader of the revolu- 
tion, who probably will ‘be elected 
President without opposition, - has 
given assurances-that the just claims 
of Americans against the Mexican 
Government will be honored, that in 
future nationals will be protected and 
their property rights recognized, and 
that the resources of the country will 
be developed without discrimination 
against aliens, who will be invited to 
add to their investments. The Sen- 


ate committee’s report must, then, be 


read in the light of changed political 
conditions and of the prospect of an 
earnest endeaver by Mexican admin- 
istrators to establish friendly and 
mutually advantdgeous relations with 
the United States. Time must be 
given them to put their. house in 
order, and, té-prove that their prac- 
tices -are. Pas keeping with - their 
promises, « 

The Fall committee urges that rec- 
ognition of the new Government, by 
which must now be understood the 
Government ‘sot up under the sanc- 


tions of the Constitution, be accorded 


only after an agreement has been 
negotiated guaranteeing on the part of 
| Mexico that ‘* practices now author- 
ized by the Mexican Constitution 


|| will be abandoned, and assuring full 


protection cf the lives and property 


as-|of resident, and visiting Americans. 


| Claims and boundary commissions, it 
is recommended, shall be provided for 
in the agreement preliminary to the 
recognition of. -the new ‘Goverhment. 
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of Americans, or at least that laws en- 
acted to carry out certain provisions of 
the Constitution shall not apply to} 
them. Of this it may be said genera“:y 
that nationals should all stand upon 
the same plane as regards rights and 
privileges, so that special immunities 
cannot reasonably be asked ‘for Amer- 
icans alone. The report of the Senate 
committee particularizes. 

Article 130 of the Constitution of 
1917 provides that ‘‘ only a Mexican 
‘‘ by birth may be a minister of any 
** religious creed in Mexico ’’; that no 
periodical of a religious character shall 
‘* publish any information. regarding 
‘‘the acts of the-authorities of the 
‘‘ country or of private individuals, in 
‘“se far as the latter have: to do with 
‘* public affairs '’;. and that no min- 
ister may inherit ‘‘ any real property 
‘‘ occupied by any association of re- 
‘‘ ligious propaganda or religious or 
‘““charitable purposes,”’. ‘The Fall 
committee would have. excepted from 
these directions of the organic law 
American missionaries, preachers, 
ministers,- schools and teachers. ' ‘The 
Mexican people would pespanetrcaate 
benefit if the restrictions were re- 
moved, but the repeal should apply to 
all foreigners. It is curious that the 
restrictions should ever have been im- 
posed, because it is declared in Article 
24 of the new Constitution that 
‘‘ every one is free to embrace the re- 
‘‘ ligion of his choice and to practice 
‘* all ceremonies, devotions,’’ &c. 

It is properly contended by the Sen- 
ate committee that the limitations 
upon future rights of property, in- 
cluding mimeral lands (which the Mcx- 
icans aim to nationalize, so far as 
possible), shall not apply to Americans, 
unless the limitations are written into 
the deed or lease. This is a conces- 
sion to justice, if not to expediency, 
that the Mexicans will ultimately have 
to make. It is likely that they have 
never intended to give objectionable 
clauses of Article 27 a retroactive 
effect, for Article 14 expressly says, 
that ‘‘ no law shall be given retroac- 
‘*tive effect to the prejudice of any 
‘person whatsoever.’’ Article 33, 
providing that the Executive, without 
legal process, may- expel ‘‘ any for- 
‘* eigner whose presence he may deem 
‘*inexpedient,’’ is intolerable. The 
Fall committee insists upon the pro- 
tection of legal process for Americans. 
It should be extended to all nationals. 
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THE BELGIAN LOAN, 

Belgium offers'in this market $50,- 
000,000 of bonds which promisé a 
yield of 7.89 per cent. if held until 
maturity in 1945, but which may 
yield a maximum of 24.89 per cent. to 
those fortunate enough to have their 
bonds drawn for redemption at 115 
in 1921, at the first of the series of 
annual opportunities. The coupon 
rate is 7% per cent. and the issue is 
offered: at 974%. The terms are the 
hardest ever assumed by a borrower of 
Belgium's standing. The offer is cor- 
respondingly attractive to .American 
lenders of their own funds, particu- 
larly those who like to mingle with 
their investments something of spec- 
ulation. The drawings at a premium 
have been familiarized in somedomestic 
industrial issues, the mvst prominent 
being the Steel Corporation's, and 
they have the attraction of compensat- 
ing with an exceptional profit the loss 
of the yield over the longer periods to 
maturity. 

There is no reproach to Belgium in 
offering bonds at terms which under 
other conditions. would indicate blem- 
ished credit. Neither is there reproach 
of usury to lenders here who might 
seem to be taking advantage of the 
borrower's necessity. The fact is that 
money is worth what Belgium is pay- 
ing, as indicated by similar yields on 
highly approved domestic credits. 
Eyen the best bonds in the world, our 
Liberties, yield 6 per cent., with tax 
exemption privileges which Belgium 
effers in Belgium, but cannot ‘offer 
here. On the other hand, the placing 
of foreign loans in this market has a 
stimulating effect -upon our trade 
which is lacking in*the case of do- 
mestic. loans. _ This $50,000,000 al- 
ready has been spent here and has 
paid our-sellers of goods a profit. It | 
cannot be spent again at this substitu- | 
tion of bonds for bank acceptances, 
but the payment of the acceptances 
will release equal bank credits for do- 
mestic borrowers. Other applications’ 
are likely if Belgium's is successful, 
and it may be said that a considerable 
part of our foreign trade prospects 
depends upom the welcome given to 
Belgium by our investors, There 
was published yesterday ‘comment 
from Buenos Aires upon thé fact that 
we had refused to renew a lean to Ar-| 
gentina and that England ‘had ad- 
vanced the funds to repay us. The 
Argentine account is to the effect that 
this market offered credit at 9% per 
cent. and that England accepted 5 
|per cent. There is no doubt that we 
were better able to make the advance 
at the lower rate, and the effect of 
England’s having underbid is said in 
Argentina to be “’ a loss of economic 
good-will toward the United States."” 
What England loses in interest she 
recoups by a gain corresponding to 
our loss, for Argentina allowed Eng- 
land a credit of $100,000,000 to be 
spent in purchasg of Argentine goods. 
In the contest for Argentine trade we 
come out second best and need to be 
warned against too many similar ex- 
periences. Hitherto neither our bank- 
(ers nor our investors have .been for- 
eign traders. They look to the loan 
only, disregarding the in@identaltrade 
profits. ) x

Her glass 
indugtry is exporting. _ Her metal in- 
dustries are reviving more slowly, be- 
cause the plants were so thoroughly 
destroyed by the Germans and the re- 
building of that means of production 
is necessarily slower. This loan is for 
industry, not for fighting. It is to 
supply Belgium with the three Ms— 
materials, machinery and money, 
There will be no waste in their use, 
for Belgians know distress. Belgium 
has halved her imports from us within 
a year and exported to us in April 
last $5,231,000 against $60,000 in 1919. 
The figures need to be considered in 
connection with the physical and moral 
ravages of war, by past masters in the 
art of destruction, and they denote an 
industrial effort of a dauntless people 
with a moral fibre ineongistent with 
dishonesty. Belgium will dive as cer- 
tainly as the world canrot afford to let 
the champion of civilization die, and 
as certainly as Belgium lives its debts 
will be paid.

THE GERMAN ELECTIONS. 

If there is any virtue in the political 
forecasts from London, Paris and Ber- 
lin about the outcome of the German 
elections to be held next Sunday, .the 
present coalition will retain its pre- 
ponderance, but with heavy losses both 
te the Left and to the Righf. The 
Government which has ruled Germany 
since the armistice is far from satis- 
factory either to Germans or to the 
rest of the world. Its intentions, per- 
haps, are good, but it has done neither 
one thing nor the other; too moderate 
for the Socialist masses, too radical] for 
the bourgeois groups, it has lived in 
obvious? terror of the reactionaries, 
yet for a long tinve it has trafficked 
with them for protection against the 
problematical danger of a Spartacist 
rising. Lately its credit has somewhat 
improved; it withstood the Kapp con- 
spiracy and it finally got rid of NosKE; 
it compelled a nominal disbanding of 
the mercenary corps of the reaction- 
aries and has made some attempt to 
get a praetorian guard which will 
obey the Government against any ad- 
versary. ae 

It is still far teo much under re- 
actionary influences, it is painfully 
incompetent, and, of course, it is 
blamed by the.Germans for the mis- 
fortunes consequent upon defeat after 
an exhausting war which no Govern- 
ment could do much to ameliorate. 
Yet with all its faults it is probably 
the best that can be obtained. The 
Independent Sociglists would be more 
satisfactory to most of the outside 
world; but though they are expected 
to attract many voters dissatisfied 
with the Laodicean policies’ of the 
Majority Socialists, the highest esti- 
mate does not give them hope for more 
than a fifth of the seats in the As- 
sembly. 
~ The reactionaries are expected to 
gain, too. The German National 
Party, the old military junker group, 
is probably weaker today than it has 
ever been, so far as politics is con- 
cerned. It is still dangerous because 


‘the private armies nominally demo- 


dilized, have been installed on the great 
estates in Pomerania as harvest hands, 
with their artillery stored in the barns 
against the hour of need; but so long 
as the fight is only political it is of 
no great account. The failure of 
Kapp and Lvuerrwitz was~a heavy |- 
blow to its prestige, and not even the 
virtual immunity of the conspirators 
ftom punishment has been able to 
counteract the impression of the rising

ARCHBISHOP IS CELEBRANT 


Singing by 3,500 Chifdren One of 
Day's Features—Thirteen Re- 
ligious Orders Attend. 


St. Patrick’s Cathedral was crowded 
yesterday morning at a solemn pontifical 
mass, which opened_a three days’ ses- 
sions of the International Congress of 
Gregorian Chant. It is the first time 


‘for this congress to be held in the 


United States. It is under the patron- 
age of Archbishop Patrick J. Hayes. 
The Archbishop was the celebrant. 
There. were’ 3,500 children from forty- 
seven parochial schools. They sang 
the Gregorian. music of the mass, led 
by 2650. seminarians, representing all 
training schoois for Catholic priests in 
the Bast. Seventy from St. Bernard’s 
Seminary, Rochester, chanted the proper 
of the mass, .There were thirteen relig- 
fous orders represented, including more 
than 600. black-robed sisters. There 
Were. ninety students from St. Joseph's 
Seminary, Dunwoodie;" seventy-five 


, from St. Mary's, Baltimore, and twelve 


from Metuchen, N. J. 

Because of a rule of their order, the 
Sisters of the Sacred Heart in Man- 
hattanville Convent would not go to 
St. Patrick’s Cathedral. But magni- 
phones were installed in the cathedral 
and the convent and the sisters heard 
the chant almost as clearly as if they 
had been in the Cathedral. 

The purpose of the congress is to re- 
vive and keep alive interest in the Gre- 
gorian Chant, which is .music of St. 
Ambrose and St. Gregory in the second, 
third and fourth centuries. 

The directors were the Very Rev. Dom 


Gatard, a Bénédictine, from Barnbor- 
ough Abbey, ‘London, and the Very Rev.

The 
yacht was so much improved that Rear 
Commodore Nichols, who has charge of 
the Vanitie, decided to remove the entire 
rail. from stem to stern. It was said 
here today that the removal ‘has light- 
ened the sloop by some 2,700 pounds. 
This will again affect her rating. When 
the Vanitie left here she was in perfect 
condition for her trial races off Newport 
and Commodore Nichols expects the 
boat to make an improved owing in 
the coming contests.
